“Since Senator Lodge ané Senator 
Harding have both repudiated the 
Lodge reservations, for which they 
both. voted, it does not seem likely 
that these particular reservations 
will figure in the campaign except 
as illustrations of the tactics used 
to defeat ramification of the treaty.” 
Says Question Hinges on Article 10. 

Asserting that the whole question 
hinged upon Article 10, Baker de- 
voted himself to discussion of that 
section of the covenant, saying that 
he did not believe that there could 
be any league or peace or disarma- 
ment without the “equivalent of 
Afticie 10 in the covenant accepted 
as a common principle and obliga- 
tion by all nations of the earth.” 

“Those who criticise Article 10,” 
he said, “misread into it some sort 
of fear that it places the military 
power of the United States at the 
~ disposal of the Council of Nations 
and will require American armies to 
be sent overseas to enforce guaran- 
tees of Article 10 without consent 
of the American people; but there

Three experts in Americanization 
work under the Department of La- 
bor met in the office of Naturaliza- 
tion Commissioner Bevington yes- 
terday for a conference. Raymond 
F. Crist, national director of citizen- 
ship, “came from Washington, Miss 
Irene Hickey from Oklahoma and 
Mrs. Charles Aiken from California. 
It was interesting to hear them dis- 
cuss problems*and expertences in 
their respective districts and to note 
how widespread the moyement has 
become. 

Some 2900 communities, said 
Crist, now have .Americanization 
programs in progress. St. Louis, he 
observed, is behind other communi- 
ties of its size in amount and char- 
acter of work done. Americaniza- 
tion, in the form of = citizenship 
classes and other methods of com- 
munity organization, is being recog- 


nized, he said, as a most important 
means of combatting social unrest, | 
the spread of Bolshevism and its im- 
portation into the country. 
An unexpected impression gained 
by the listener at the conference was 
that the work is not confined only 
to the education of the allen popula- 
tion, but that native-born.are com- 
ing into a sharesof attention.. 
Appreciation Often Lacking. 
“Appreciation of the requirements 
of good citizenship is lacking even 
among the well-educated,” said 
Crist. “I could tell you of Judges 
holding naturalization hearings who 
have been stalled by questions aspi- 
rants to citizenship were being re- 
quired to answer. In California a 
well-known editor, of long residence 
but still a British subject, applying 
for final papers, found he could not 
answer certain questions concerning 
our Government and his hearing had 
to be continued until he could in- 
form himself. With citizenship given 
ho attention except under the head 
of civics in the schools, it is no won- 
der graduates come out ignorant of 
what their obligations really are. 
Might as well attemp{ to teach phy- 
sics or domestic science without ex- 
periments as teach civics only by 
means of lectures. 
“It is therefore encouraging,” he 
continued, “that while the largest 
class responding to our efforts are 
the Italians, the next largest classi- 
fication of those- attending citizen- 
ship schools are American-born. 
“The night schools instituted by 
this department in rural districts, 
some time called ‘moonlight schools’ 
but better termed ‘opportunity 
schools’, and in city communities, as‘ 
well, are eagerly attended by adult 
Americans. This is because they 


is nothing whatever in the covenant 
which seeks to change the power 
given by the Constitution to Con- 
gress alone to declare war, 

“While it might: well be that in 
the early stages of the operation of 
so great a principle, it might be 
necessary for the great Powers to 
show the sincerity of their adher- 
ence to it by actually enforcing it, 
‘any such occasion,*so far as the 
United States is concerned, would 
have to be addressed to the sound 
wisdom of Congress. Meanwhile 
the League, without congressional 
dction, would be able in all human 
ldkelihood, to make the guarantee 
effective by mere weight of its moral 
and economic power. 

League Vain Without Article 10. 

“Without -Article 10 the league 
is vain, while with: it, the League 
becomes a great, mogern, civilized 
agency working to bring the world 
into just relationship. 

“This ia the practice of the cove- 
-nam, which, it is said, needs to be 
Americanized. It is American. We 
invented it and applied it among 
ourselves; we fought for it as the 
cardinal principle at issue in the 
world war; our president formulated 
it and*forced its acceptance, its 
ple and its purpose are thor- 
American.” 

“Our action will throw the deter- 
mining weight into the scale pan for 
America as well as for mankind,” he 
said. “The qpestion is whether 
America, being in the world, shall be 
of it; whether she shall co-operate 
with other civilized peoples in the 
maintenance of peace, or shall draw 
herself exclusively aside, allow the 
rules of the game of life to be made 
by others and by failing to exert in 
advance her economic and moral

Judged by their enthusiasm, their 
eagerness to seize upon any expedi- 
ent to serve their ends as suggested 
from their experiences, these experts 
are not mere theorists. Miss Hickey, 
who looks a mere gir] and is most 
attractive personally, was a volun- 
teer worker on her own initiative 
among foreign born population of 
mining and oil industrial  settle- 
ments in Oklahoma before she came 
into Government employment, hav- 
ing so distinguished herself as to 
attract the attention of Bevington 
who took her on his staff. She it 
was who persuaded the Governor of 
her State to issue a proclamation 
making a great. ceremony, attended 
by 12,000 persons, of an occasion 
when a group of aliens were about 
to receive final citizenship papers. 
“It is my idea that this ceremony 
should be regarded as a sacrament, 
in a way,” she said, “for do they 
not take an oath? It is not unlike 
the marriage sacrament which when 
entered into thoughtlessly will be re- 
garded cheaply, while entered into 
solemnly, will be regarded sacred- 
ly.” 

National Holiday Suggested. 

It is in the minds of these work- 
ers.to establish a great national | 
naturalization day as a holiday on 
the calendar, taking the form of 
civic receptions to all new citizens, 
boys and girls attaining voting age, 
newly franchised women, as well as 
foreigners and their families who 
come into citizenship through attain- 
ment of naturalization papers, 

Miss Hickey said her principal 
work, however, had been among for- 
eign-born mothers. 

“They are the most needy class 
because they lead such isolated 
lives. Foreign men and children ab- 
sorb the knowledge of American 
ideals, customs. ahd language, 
through associati in schools and 
business but there is no such con- 
tact for the mothers left at home. It 
is especially necessary for the good 
of the community that these moth- 
ers be educated in citizenship. 

“The reason most Juvenile Court 
cases are the children of foreign par- 
ents is becalise the mothers, not able 
to keep in touch and teach their chil- 
dren what they should know to meet 
the requirements of our laws, lose 
authority over them.” 

Miss Hickey had niuch to tell her 
chief of what she hag accomplished 
through various associations she has 
formed, such as appointment on 
Americanization committees of the 
League of Women Voters and Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
as organizer of citizenship courses in 
the extension work of‘five universi- 
ties, and small community organiza- 
tions, which she-regards as the most 
important of all.

Text of Constitutional 
Amendment Ratified 
Now by 36 States 
HE House of Representa- 
T tives of Congress on May 21, 
1919, passed, 304 to 89, the 
resolution submitting to the 
states the proposed amendment 
to the Federal Constitution ex- 
tending suffrage to women. The 
Senate passed the _ resolution, 
June 4, 1919, by 56 to 25. 

The proposed constituoial 
amendment reads: 

“Article —, Section 1.—The 
right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shal] not be denied 
or abridged by the United States 
or by any state on account of 
sex. Section 2—Congress shall 
have power, by appropriate legis- 
lation, to enforce the provisions 
of this article.”

FRENCH IN AGREEMENT WITH 
U.S. ON POLAND, SAYS COLBY 


Reply Takes Position “Without Res- 
ervation With Principles in 
Armenian Note.’’ 


By the Ag®ociated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—The 


French reply to the American note 
on the Russian-Polish situation, 
“states without reservation that the 
French Government is in entire 
agreement with the principles set 
forth. in the American note,” Seore- 
tary Colby stated today. 

It adopts almost in identical words 
the views of this Government re- 
garding the Soviet regime in Rus- 
sia,’’ Colby continued, ‘and declares 
that France can have no official re- 
lations with a government which is 
resolved to conspire against its in- 
stitutions; whose diplomats will be 
instigators of ‘revolt, and whose 
spokesmen proclaim that they sign 
contracts with the intention not to 
observe them.”
